Our 
entire being is a sacred trust, calling for 
care and love. 
Redemption by the Cross 


means not only the saving of the soul from 
sin but its upbuilding in righteousness. 
Christianity is more than a negation. It 
means the upbuilding of all the positive vir- 
tues, th« unfolding ot all the powers and 
pn.s&ibilitips of our entire nature, making 
the life sTong and beautiful because it has 
made the character so.

In the text we 
ue told man is not to allow nature to lie 
dormant and unemployed; on the contrary 
we are to take these rich gifts of God that 
lie mere germs in the breast and arouse and 
use them that they may become strong. In 
another place we are exhorted to be "thor- 
oughly furnished unto every good work." 
i have said this in erder that we may all 
understand that in Speaking of man's care 
for his intellectual life from the pulpit, I 
am in the direct line of Christian work;and 
gospel teaching. We can always feel as- 
sured that that course of thought or conduct 
which tends to uplift and ennoble is not 
only in harmony with the gospel but that it 
is a part of it, and that whatever degrades 
man or has even a tendency toward his 
mental or moral deterioration is contrary to 
the teachings of Christ. 


We should all desire to make our lives 


large and noble, and to cheerfully submit 
ourselves to those courses of discipline and 
habits of thought and life that are calcu- 
lated to bring out the very best God has 
put within us. We should not be content 
to live along a low plane when God has 
made it possible for us to live along a high 
plane. We should not be content to live 
narrowly when God has made itpossible for 
us to live broadly. We should strive to 
make as much of ourselves as possible; liv- 
ing this life for all it is worth. 
God asks 


of us all not only service, but the best pos- 
sible service we are capable of giving. This 
He asks for our own sakes and for the sake 
of humanity. God expects something of us, 
and considering all he has done for us lie 
has a right to expect a great deal.

DUTY. 


By a cultivated intellect we und< island a 


mind llmt has been tiaincd to think, and to 
think with accuracy, force and clearness. 
A mind that has been redeemed from the 
weakness and wildness ol Hi onginal con- 
dition, and made strong and manageable. 
Man's true nature is not what it is at the 
beginning, but what it is at the end, after 
care aud thought aud study have unfolded 
and disciplined it. Now the man who has 
arrived at that stage in which he knows 
how to think, has a cultivated intellect, no 
matter by what path he may have reached 
it. 


Now the question may be asked, why Is 


it man's duty to cultivate his intellect? 
it 


may be wise to do so, it may administer to 
his piotit or his pleasure, but why is it a 
dutj? 


In answering this question we submit the 


following, to which 1 suppose we all agree: 
That man's mission in this world is to do 
his duty, that his highest mission is to do 
his duty well. It may not be, aud as a 
rule it is not his duty to gain distinction. 
For in a world like ours, where there are 
so many people, it is simply impossible for 
more than a veiy small number to arrive at 
distinction. Again it probably is not his 
duty to attain wealth, for in the nature of 
the case, only a few men can be wealthy as 
the term is commonly understood, because 
there is not money enough to go around. 
But it is every man's duty to "act well his 
l>ait," neither God nor men nor even our 
conscience can ever acquit us if we fail here. 
Nothing can excuse us from doing the best 
work of which we are capable. God asks 
of all his children not only service, but He 
asks of us the best possible service. Now 
we all know a man cannot render the high- 
est service of which he is capable unless his 
intellect is cultivated. This being true it 
becomes man's solemn duty to cultivate his 
intellect, not becaase of the pleasure or the 
honor 01 the profit it may give him, but be- 
cause of the greater power it gives him to 
be of service to his fellow men. A man 
cannot fulfill here or make a true success of 
life who neglects his "thinker." The ques- 
tion of the place a man may fill In this 
world is really of little moment, but the 
question as to how he fills that place is of 
supreme importance. 
Fidelity, thorough- 


ness, excellency of execution, 
this is 


what tells.

We 
should

aflame with the desire to realize this. 
But 


this we can only do through powers that 
are disciplined. Man's mind must be at its 
best if it would do its best work. And 
then it will do good work no matter what 
its sphere or surroundings. 
How beauti- 


fully this is illustrated in the life of Charles 
Kingsley. 
That Eversley Parish of his 


which was "just a stretch of south of Eng- 
land 
moorland, spotted with clumps ol 


selt-grown fir trees," and "scattered over it 
were three little harrlets where the people 
lived. The number of inhabitants all told 
was scarcely 800." 
Here it was that this 


knightly spirit came to work amidst ig- 
norance and poverty. Gradually he changed 
the wilderness into a fruitful field and the 
desert into a garden. By a consecrated 
! spirit and disciplined powers he wrought 
! tUis change. Kingsley always did his work 
well. 


A person about to begin a professional 


life tnaktM a great mistake When they take 
whit is known as "the short cut" into the 
profession. Life is largely a battle of 
brains, and in the long run the disciplined 


intellect will f stance all competitors in the 
race. 


One of the marvels of history hr.s been 


the conquest i f Mexico by Cortez. It reads 
like a romance. How Cortez with a little 
band of a few hundred Spaniards, landing 
upon the shores of an unknown world, 
pushed his way over vast mountain ranges, 
through an enemies'country, and confront- 
ing tens and hundreds of thousands of the 
aborigines, overthrew them and installed 
himself in their mighty capital. As we 
read this tale we are appalled and grow 
skeptical, and we are about to relegate the 
whole to the land of fiction, when we are 
suddenly 
reminded that Cortez' band, 


though small, was composed of thoroughly 
disciplined soldiers, while the hosts of 
Montezuma were undisciplined. 
The one 


army though small was versed in all the 
arts of modern warfare, while the other, 
though large, was little better than an un- 
armed rnob. Discipline is worth as much 
outside of armies as in them. 


There is almost an irresistible charm 


about a cultivated mind. We all feel it 
aud bow betorg its pawer. It clothes its 
possessor witli an iolluence that nothing 
else can give. 
Silently and ceaslessly it 


it elevates all with whom it comes in con- 
tact. Mind is the glory of man. 
By it he 


approaches the likeness of his Creator. 


II.—STUDY AND SACRIFICE 


are necessary to attain it. It is not to be 
picked for the asking. 
It comes only as 


the result of long continued and patient 
toil, a toil that amounts to drudgery. 
There is a falsa impression abroad that 
needs correcting. There is au idea that 
mental training is easy and ought to come 
perfectly natural, and that where it is diffi- 
cult of attainment nature did not intend it 
should be cultivated. 
Under this false im- 


pression many have left school aud college 
only to regret it during the remainder of 
their lives. 
Though mental culture may 


not come easy at the first, yet it is not the 
less important for that. The plodder at the 
first is often the victor at the last. 


There is just as much drudgery about tiie 


Jife of the student as there is about the life 
of the mechanic. 
There is as much 


drudgery about music as there is about 
dress-making. 
Whenever and wherever 


men think and think in such a manner as 
to bring somothing to pass it is sure to be 
very hard work. The bishop of Exeter says: 


Of all work that produces results niue- 


tenths must be diudgery. There is no 
work, from the highest to the lowest, which 
can be done well by any man who is un- 
willing to make that sacrifice.

No man can really succeed in any walk of 
life without a good deal of what in ordinary 
English is called pluck." 


Because the results of mental training are 


delightful let us not think that hence the 
effort by which it is attained is also delight- 
ful. 
As one reads "Lallah Kookh" it 


seems as if Moore must have written it 
with as little effort as the bird sings from 
the bough. 
But such was not the case 


He struggled for years to produce that 
work, and at times was almost in despair 
over it. The same is true of the work of 
the artist. 
You look at a painting. It 


holds you in delightful thrall. 
The bluest 


of skies bends over the grandest of fields 
and the most quiet of waters. While on 
the slope just where the plain rises into the 
upland is an embowered cottage. A regular 
Maud Muller, clad in rustic simplicity, 
rakes (he new-mown hay. At the right a 
little silver-threaded stream comes singing 
its way amid rocks and ferns, mosses and 
wild C'lowers. 
A little beyond it 
"the 


ploughman slowly winds bis weary way," 
while the veiy a.mosphere of peace broods 
over the whole. As one ga/,es upon it he 
says to himself, "llow delightful to be an 
artist." Yes, if you dou't paint pictures. 
How little idea we have ot the toil ot the 
days and months and years of patient toll it 
takes to produce a picture worthy of the 
name. A few yeai-s ago when the works ol 
the best artists of Europe were brought to- 
gether it was discovered that somehow the 
French and Belgium artists surpassed all 
others, and on careful inquiry it was found 
that they put more drudgery into their work 
in early life than any other artist.

"Captain 
Cook, the circumnavigator of the globe, was 
born in a mud hut, Nelson, 
England's

Franklin, the philosopher, diplomat and 
statesman, was a poor printer's boy. Rich- 
ard Kirk White was the son of a butcher. 
John Whitefield, the man of marvelous pul- 
pit eloquence, was the son of a tavern keep- 
er. John Wesley was the son of a poor 
vicar. 
Lincoln was a rail splitter. Grant 


was a tanner. Webster was the son of a 
poor New Hampshire farmer, and Garfield 
drove horses along the tow-path. The most 
stupendous difficulties may be defied and 
conquered by a fixed, determined purpose. 
Patience and heroism always triumph.. 


IV—UNIVERSAL EDUCATION 


will soon be the characteristic of civilization. 
There are many who have been saying, 
this discourse of yours is good for persons 
who intend entering the professions, but 
the great majority of men are and always 
will be outside of the profeesions. Never- 
theless these words apply to all men. The 
time is not far off when every citizen will 
not only be interested in mental culture but 
he will have part and lot in the same. 
Education has been constantly widening. 
A few years ago and the clergyman was the 
only educated man 1n the town. He was 
the one intellectual 
lord of the region. 


'Uie lawyer, the physician, the teacher 


and editor many or most of them college bred 
come to dispute taU pre-eminence with him. 
The masses are taming their attention toward 


j tho cultivation of • he intellect. Univrgal edu- 
! cation is in sight 
Our magnificent public 


j scl'ools with ci-mpulsory education are 
transforming the continent. 
That agita- 


tion among labnr.ug men for shorter houi< 
behind the counter, by the work bsnch and 
the loom, means more leisure bye and bye for 
study and reflection. The upper classei of 
society too, in many places, Is ridding itself 
of the excessive tax imposed by the cum- 
bersome routine of fashionable life aud i.s 
turning its attention more to the world of 
ideas and less to the world of show and 
ceremony. The idea is gradually growing, 
that the man of cultivated intellect is there- 
by elevated in the scale of humanity. 


1 do not say the time Is ever coming wlien 


the masses will be college bred. I am not 
sure that this would be desirable even il it 
were possible. But I do say the time is 
coming when the masses will see the im- 
portance of cultivating the intellect as ne\ LT 
before and will attend toils cultivation. 


In the providence of God every man hus 


a certain work assigned him. Out ot evoiy 
100,000 men you are morally certain that a 
certain portion of them will take to the 
trades, some to farming and a few to the 
professions. 
Now precisely the same kintl 


of edncation is not needed for all. That is 
the best education that best fits a man to do 
the thing in this world that God intended 
him to do. But there is no work in this 
world than can not be done better by a dis- 
cipliaed intellect than by one that is not 
disciplined. Brains will help a man polish 
shoes. Men will never be made alike, for 
God seems to be a hater of monotony in 
this respect. 
Men will always be born 


with predelictions and possibilities that fit 
them for certain tasks. And each one will 
always find his greatest happiness and use- 
fulness in precisely that sphere for which 
nature has fitted him. Put him a notch too 
high or a notch too low and you make him 
an unhappy man. It will always be tuie. 
"As a bird that wandered tiom her nest, so 
is the man that wandered from his place." 


Man will desire and love intellectual de- 


velopment, not because of the money there 
is in It, but because of the larger manhood 
it gives. The Intellect will not be looked 
upon simply as an aup:er with which to bore, 
but it will be seen in its true light. It will 
be loved for its own sweet sake. Men will 
gladly toil to possess it for tho reward that 
its possession gives. When this blessed 
day reaches the full noon-tide hour many 
of the wrongs ot society will be righted. 
The mists aud darkness that have made op- 
pression possible will forever be lifted. 
Governments will stand on a firmer foun- 
dation. Tyranny and oppression that have 
thrived for ages on the credulity of igno- 
rance will be no more. 
Justice will be 


more just. The discords will be less and 
and the harmony will be sweeter.
